Dr. T. T. Eaton of the Western Re 
corder, Louisville, Ky a conservative 
faptist of the old-fashioned dogmatic ex- 
traction, has challenged the universe to 
show him a new truth in theology. He 
has heard a great deal about new truth 
He would like to see a specimen ofl the 
new things that are being discovered in 
this progressive age. He is pursuing mod 
ern scholarship men into strange coun 
tries He has spread his challengs 
through the world in the columns of its 
religious newspapers He is so anxious 
about the matter that he has “put up”

faith was as old as the New Testament it 
the time of Luther, but the fresh accent 
laid upon it by the reformers, and the 
new application made of it in the salva- 
tion phase, made it to all intents and 
purposes a new truth in the world of 
reformation Biology is a new science 
and the application of biological laws and 
principles to historical and theologica 
studies has given us new results in the 
realm of theology. The doctrine of evo 
lution applied to the study of history from 
the standpoint of modern scholarship, has 
certainly given us a new conception of 
the Old Testament; and when applied 
to the facts of religious progress, has 
given us likewise new conceptions of 
God’s methods of working in creation 
providence and redemption. But what of 
all this? Dr. Eaton will say evolution 
not a truth, and in saying it would give 
his purse a deeper shove into the depths 
of his cavernous pocket
